SPEECH BY SRI V. P.MENON , ADVISER TO THE GOVERNMENT 

OF INDIA , STATES MINISTRY. 


1 muet in the first place convey to Your Highness and to all of you , 
ladies and gentlemen , the sincere regret of Sardar Patch, that he is unable 
to be present today at this historic occasion . No one knows more than my 
self how much he would have liked to be present on tbis occasion : circum 
stances have prevented this , but his heart is here now as all of you must 
hayo guthered from tho message he has so kindly sent. It in his intention 
to visit the Union atthe earliest possible opportunity , possibly at the end 
uf August or the beginning of September. 

The Union of Cochin and Travancore is no more than fornal coming 
togesber of the two States that have been and are basically one. Geogra 
pbically, the two Statos form que compact area ; their people are the same 
and share the same traditions . Cwing to the accidents of history , theso bro 
States tave been kept separately . hul Do one can dony that this has hau 
pored the progress of this region. Dere , selge whero in the conntry, the 
separate existence of sittall units has hampered the free growth of trade aud 
commerce, and many of the social and economic ills of the country are due 
to this soparatism . Culturally too, wehave suffered on this account, India , 
our Motherland ; has a great future but we all of us huve to baild up that 
future as integral parts of one country. Sbortaighitexiness and narrow local 
selfish intervals cannot be permitted to stand in the way of the common 
good of bbe people . 

The formation of the United State of Travancore and Cochin marks 
tbo end of ono pbase of the Union of India-- the work of integration that was 
started by the Ministry of Stato about 18 months aga , We are now entoring 
the second phaso , namely, the consolidation of the work already achieved . 
I have no doubt that the United State of Travancore and Cochin will ovcupy 
a foremost place in this endeavour, 

Undor democratic rulo , it is the right of the people to reviow tho work 
of their representatives at periodical intervals : but it is also the obligation 
of the people that once they have clected their leaders they should ostond 
the fullest co oporation to them . Wo havo now to forget that we belong to 
this side of the State or that side of the State or to this section or to that 
interest. There is only one United State and if that State is to bo toade 
prosperous, the condition precedent is that the people of the Unitod State 
should fully co-operate with the (to veramentand work for the common gool 
of the common people . This Tuion has got great potentinlities in agricultura ! 
and industrial development : and work done in this direction will lead to 
the prosperity of the Indian Union whoso citizens we all are .
